Niehit jYicfii Shimuitn, Chitnioo Shiwlttn 
and Tokyo Sliimbiin have been con- 
demned to prison for one month and to 
pay a fine of 5 yea for insulting tho min- 
isters of state by publication in the pa- 
pera of tho famous "Song of March." 


The JspangsB Kovurninent decided to 


totally abolish export duty from the 
cp-nmpncemeat of the thirty-first finan- 
cial year, that is to say, from April 1st 
neit. 


Tho Japanese papers are unanimous 


in approving the proposed submission 
of the Hawaiian difficulty to arbitra- 
tion, llainichi, commenting upon the 
annexation question, Bays: "The roa- 
aon why Japan, bus muds a protest as 
soon as the signing of the annexation 
became known Is that she has done HO 
simply out of friendship BO aa to make 
known her views in tbe matter before 
diplomatic negotiations 
are opened. 


Prom the reply of the United States sec- 
retary of state to Japan.'a first protest it 
appears 
that the determination of 


America on the subject is very firm. 
The Japanese government, however, has 
not relied on the attitude of other coun- 
tries from the outset, and this policy 
will be adhered to to the last." 


The Japan Gazette says there ia a feel- 


ine akin to panic at Kobe, which, if not 
soon checked, will lead to serious ro- 
Bults. Foreigners are becoming alarmed 
for their safety, encounters with cooliea 
are rife, and the spectacle of foreign 
bluejackets being pursued by a mob of 
roughs is not reassuring.

of Ensign Everhardt of the U. "S. S. 
Yorktown, who was charged with aa-

American Hatoba to take him to the 
Naka-No-Tokiwa. The coolie was slow, 
whereupon Everhardt obtained an Ato- 
Oehi and on paying them off gave them 
ten sen each, which was more than the 
legal fare. The Ato-Oahi went away 
quite satisfied, bnt Genzo Okamoto fol- 
lowed and pushed against Everhardt 
and a crowd assembled. Therenpon 
Everhardt struck the coolie and used a 
revolver—the coolie eaid a knife, but 
this was denied—and subsequently fled 
into tbe honee of W. P. Turrer. The 
court found that the lieutenant had only 
acted in pelf-defense and dismissed the 
case. Several cases have occurred of 
late of cooliea becoming very abusive. 


A Tokio journal ia responsible for the 


following: Vlsdivoatock being the ter- 
minus of the Siberian railroads it ia a 
most important port in Russia. Not- 
withstanding this fact over four months 
during the cold season the port is 
blocked up with ice and the shipping 
traffic is entirely impossible, and there- 
fore the railway loses much of its ad- 
vantages. Tbe Russian authorities have 
endeavored for many years to conquer 
nature and some yearn ago ice breaking 
ships were introduced to break up the 
ice, but it has been found that the op- 
eration hae been practically useless. 'A 
certain engineer has hit npon the rather 
wonderful idea of reclaiming the nar- 
rowest part of the Tartar strait, be- 
tween Saghalien and the Russian main 
land. He is of the opinion if this is 
done the cold cnrrent that enters the 
Japanese sea Irom the Arctic, via the 
Behring straits, will be checked and 
the warmer tide coming south through 
the Suahima strait will make the water 
on the coast of Japan as well as at 
Yladivoatock warmer, and the latter 
will be warmer all the year around. 
This scheme was presented to the Una* 
Bian government for approval and it is 
cow 
engaged in its investigations. 


There ia a probability of this piece of 
smart engineering being entered upon 
after the completion of the Siberian 
railway.

VICTOHIA, B. C.t Agnst 
10.—The 


steamer Topeka, which arrived herd 
thia evening, reports that the steamer 
Mexico on August 5th, while going into 
the Dixon entrance from Sitka during 
a heavy fog at fall speed, struck West 
Devil's rock. After two hours the 
steamer sank in 500 feet of water, stern 
first. 


The captain exhibited great coolness, 


and with the officers did everythingthat; 
was possible. Tbe 
passengers 
and 


crew were saved with their hand bag- 
gage in small boats. After rowing till 
midnight they arrived at Metlakala. The 
vessel struck shout 4 o'clock in the . 
morning. Theahip is a total loss. The 
passengers and crew are on the Topeka, 


Captain Wallace and 
his oilicers 


quietly waited their tnrn to he lowered 
over the side into the boats. This was 
performed without a hitch, splendid dis- 
cipline being maintained. After the 
passengers were safely off the ship the 
officers and crew turned their attention 
to the hand baggage, which the passen- 
gers had in thoir cabins and tho treas- 
ure and valuables belonging to the 
6tearner. 


There was no time to attempt to save 


anything stowed below dock, and as it 
wti9 everything in the cabin could not 
bo secured, although the captain and 
crew stayed on the steamer until it was 
no longer safe for them to do so. They 
had not been away from her many min- 
utes when ehe made a final plunge and 
went down stern firat. She struck on 
her starboard bilge keel and a gaping 
hole was torn in her side. Only a short 
time before orders were sent to the en- 
gine room to send her under full steam 
ahead and consequent!? she went right 
through the rocks. Had ahe been an 
iron vessel very few would have lived to 
tell the story of the accident. She 
would have gone down like a rock.

In btief, we will not believe that this is 
the law until we are compelled to do so. 


And, whatever the law maybe held 


to be, no each extreme power should He 
in the hands of any notary public. It 
ia doubtful if any American citizen 
should at wny time or under any cir- 
cumstances ba deprived of hia freedom 
without a trial, but if it be conceded 
that such a power may aoraetimea be 
essential to uphold the dignity of courts, 
it is very certain that the dignity of 
notaries public needa, and should have, 
no ench support.

There ate eome growers who are fore- 


handed, out of debt and, fortunately. 
independent. Theau possibly can afford 
to hold for higher prices — to speculate 
on tbeir crops. But there are others 
who are not BO happily circnmetauced, 
who cannot afford to speculate when a 
fair and living price ia offered. These 
ehouiil eell for the beat caeh figure they 
can t>et, at or above tbe minimum price 
urged by the Farmers' Club. 


The effect of tbia will be to place a 


portion of tha coming vintage imme- 
diately in the Eastern market ut fair 
figures to tbe grower, and the early de- 
mands of the market will be met at good 
figures to the purchauing packer. At 
tbe eame time the raiaica held hack by 
independent growers for better prices 
will tend to stimulate tbe Eastern mar- 
ket to the advantage of bulb grower and 
packer. 


Should all hold for tbe highest price 


it is plain th&tthe market would, sooner 
or later, bo demoralized aud would 
finally result in the entire crop being 
dumped upon tbe market at one time, 
and at disastrous prices. Tha demands 
of trade inuat be reasonably met — nnd 
promptly — and, with the present short 
crop and 
a fair p 
tribution of tbtf crop, both as to the 
time of sales and ttie demanda of the 
several Eastern selling centers, will 
maintain rates throughout thn season. 


It is, therefore, plain and should be 


fully understood from the etart that, 
while the Farmers' Club, to the beat of 
ita ability, will endeavor to secure and 
maintain fair prices, it does not mean 
to induce growers to speculate on their 
raisins. On the contrary, in most cases 
it is a very unwise and injudicions course 
for growers to puisne, and generally 
ends dinaetrously. When you get what 
you consider a fair living price — sail ; CB- ( 
pecially if yon are in debt or require ad- 
vances in order to harvest the vintage. 
Bat if yen will not heed the advice ol 
the Farmers' Club, and decline to take 
advantage of ita effort to secure and 
maintain fair prices for the grower— if, 
in the face of all theae facts and sugges* 
tions, you unwisely persist in speculat- 
ing on tbe price of your raisins, and 
should lose by so doing, do not lay the 
blame to the club. 


The advice of the club, if I understand 


it aright, in, "Do not sell for less than 3 
cents in the sweat box, and do not spec- 
ulate unless you can afford to lose."

Tbe 
clothing outfits with which many are 
providing themselves, consisting largely 
of woolen Roods, he declares will prove 
wholly unsuitable, only skins and furs 
being fitted for the purposes in view.

San 
Francisco, at Portland large exports of 
lumber and at Seattle and Tacoma act- 
ive demand for supplies for Alaska and 
northwest territory and for wheat, fruit 
and hops. The movement of general 
merchandise throughout the country is 
unquestionably larger than laat week.

The gold will keep; it 
is not apt to melt and run away ia the 
meantime-—not ia Alaska. If tbe coun- 
try ia anywhere nearly as rich iu the 
money metal aa it ia eald to be, ita 
wealth will not bo tanp3d in one winter 
by some thousand men. If it is not ao 
rich—well, it will ba a particularly good 
country to remain away from. Lacking 
the attraction of gold, it comes very 
near to having no attraction. It is just 
as well to wait.

Opinion of a Member of the Cor- 


oner's Jury—Shot in tiie

avenue about ii miles from thia city, 
came down laat night from Caacadel, 
where he had been visitinj» hia family.

said he. Wofford refused to do this and 
roueated that ho would gel the cattle 
and settle with Reardon'a brother.

He could easily establish the 
fact, he averred, that he arrived in 
Fresno on Friday evening and waa at 
bis father's home at Caruthera when 
the assassination took place the next 
morning. 
"My father-in-law and I never had a 


crosa word," tbe prisoner stated to the 
reporter. "He waa a somewhat dis 
agreeable old follow and ho entertainer 
a~dielike for me. His reason therefor 
do not know. In fact, he dtdu't like 
anybody, and I waa only ons of man; 
he felt hitter against. But I never paid 
any attention to the old man, and the 
roault wu9 we never had any quarrel 
It waa only fl f«w days ago that 1 told my 
wife to iuvito tier father to our home 
whenever she wished; that as far aa I 
waa concerued her father waa welcome 
at any and all ttio«e. I have of late 
been working as liuemau for the tele- 
phone company at San JQGO, and I name 
to Fresno to get other work. 


"Tbe fact ia that I don't know any- 


thing at all about tbe mnrder. I haven't 
been told the full particulars and I have 
not Been a newspaper containing an ac- 
count of the tragedy."

and the prisoner asked if it contained 
an account of the killing.

Us hastened to explain to tbe 
reporter, also, that the cauae of hia re- 
mark, whan arrested, that he expected 
it was the transaction involving the 
horae. "Schofield had gone security on 
a $300 note which the debtor was un- 
able to pay," volunteered the prisoner, 
"and in order to evade payment my 
father-in-law wentthrouph insolvency."

The dairy- 
men complain that while their business 
ia regulated by a county ordinance, 
their iierda subjected to rigid inspection 
and they have to pay city licensa, there 
are a number of persons who own from 
one to lour cows each who supply milk 
to people living in the additions and in 
the city without paying any license or 
being subjected to any regulations what- 
ever. The petition alleges that there 
are about 200 cows exempt from taxation 
and inspection and that their owners 
are tlma enabled to pnt inferior milk on 
tbe market at a lower prite than • that 
sold by the petitioners, which must bo 
of a certain grade. 


The dairymen eay that thia ia unfair 


and they want another ordinance passed 
more comprehensive than that now in 
force— one that will include all dealers 
whether large or small. TheyeuRReat 
that every dealer be required to register 
liia name, residence and number of cowa 
owned, on tbe 1st of January and 1st of 
Juiy of each year, with aouie county 
official designated by the supervisors, 
tha lista to bo published in some news- 
paper of general circulation. 
Each 


dealer is to pay a small rftsiptration foe, 
tbe eum to ue fiied by the board. All 
parsons intending to sail, give or furnish 
milk must make application to the 
county inspector of dairies for tbo in- 
epection of his herds, stable, food, water, 
supplies for herd and apparatus for 
gathering and distributing milk; aud 
upon receiving a favorable certificate 
from the inspector and exhibiting the 
same at the registration office they shall 
be entitled to register. Any pereon sell- 
ing, giving or furnishing milk without 
the proper certificate or without regis- 
tering, shall, upon conviction, be fined | 
not leRB than $10 nor more than $100. | 
Tbe signers of this petition are J. B. 
Hill, H. G. Parsons, William Mclndoo, 
F. H. Calderwood, J. V. Story, L. H. 
Weymouth, Jean Gamy and F. P. 
Burris. 
Tbe board took no action on the mat- 


ter. There is little doubt that a vigor- 
ous remonstrance will bo presented to 
the supervisors hy the persons against 
whom tbe dairymen's petition is aimed. 
There are many families in the addi- 
tions who keep a cow. There is nearly 
always some milk left over, and this ia 
cither given away or sold at n small 
price. They are not dealers and object 
to being considered such. Such an or- 
dinance as .proposed by tho dairymen 
would even prevent their giving away 
what milk they do not use themselves, 
and if they did not wish to be classed as 
dealers they would either have to throw 
away their aurpma or get rid of their 
:ows. 
The indigent list came up for diecus- 


jion and the board, on motion of Rose, 
aeconded by Smith", decided to cancel 
all cash allowances. Hereafter all per- 
aons deriving aid from the county must 
fill out a blank, giving name, age, con- 
dition, residence, state whether mar- 
ried or Binele, and if the former how 
many children, if any. Tho petition for 
aaeistaace must be signed by ten free- 
holders. Olerk Johnson is at work on 
the form for tbe blanks, which will be 
ready in ti ma for tho indigenta to pro- 
eeiit their petitions at the nezt meeting 
of the board in Saptember.

head, \V. F. Foraey, manager of the Pro- 
ducers', disposing of tho output of all 
the packinghouses. The 
asaociations 


have had varying success during the 
years they have been organized, and 


ey were an important factor in the 


_ isiiiess because of the large amount of 
raisins they handled some seasons. 


But it seems that the market was mis- 


judged last year, and that about half 
the pack of all these packinghouses was 
held in the expectation of a ..rise in 
prices after the beginning of tbe year. 
Hut the rise did not materialize, ana 
the result was a loss to the growers be- 
cause they could have sold for cash foci- 
fore tho holidays at better prices. This 
logs waa not nearly GO great as has been 
reported, however, and tbe members of 
the association realized as much as did 
many who aold to dealers for cash be- 
fore and after the period of higher 
prices. 


Yet this mistake in holding the pack , 


caused dissatisfaction among those be- | 
longing to tho co-operative concerns. 
Tha result was that when tho present 
season opened with a good prospect of a 
fair cash price in the sweat box many of 
the growers who had disposed of their 
crops through the cp-opBrativo associa- 
tions announced their intention of with- 
drawing from those concerns. 


At a nicotine of tho Malaga organiza- 


tion last Wednesday night there were 
ouly two growers who expressed their 
willingness to let the organization han- 
dle their crops thia year. There was 
not quite a quorum at tha meeting of 
the Producers' yesterday, and it is evi- 
dent that the members are not taking 
much interest thia season. 


Of course if a number of the growers 


change their minds and become willing 
to place their crops in the market 
through their own agencies again, ihen 
the packing-houses will be reopened. 
Hopes are entertained that this will be 
done, although it seems unlitely. 


It is not known whether all the above 


named associations will close business, 
but according to reports it is presumed 
tbat they are in the same position aa the 
Producers' Company of this city. 


There are many who regret to see the 


termination of the co-operative plan for 
growers to market their raisins. It is 
the opinion of many that the only way 
in which the industry can be placed 
upon a profitable basis, which shall be 
permanent, ia through tha organization 
of the growers themselves to handle the 
marketing of the crops. It is contended 
that it waa due to these associations o! 
producers that the other puckers were 
compelled last year to begin offering 
cash for raisins in order to remain m 
business, because the growers had be- 
come disgusted with the commission 
system and were rapidly joininy the co> 
operatives.

WASHINGTON-, August 11.—The tideol 


immigration is at the lowest point since 
the general government aaaumed ; 
diction ol the subject in 1882. The num- 
ber of arrivals irom all countries, ac- 
cording to treaaury statistics during the 
last fiscal year was 230,832, a decress as 
compared with the previous year ol 
112,435. Tho lightest immigration of 
any previoua year was in 1895, when 
the number from all countries was 297,- 


The year of the heaviest immigration 


was the first ol the period beginning 
with 1882, when arrivals numbered 788,- 
092. During the entire period of federal 
supervision 7.I32.016 have entered the 
United States. The arrivals of Russian 
Jews for the past year numbered 22,750 
as against 65,137 lor the fiscal year 
ended June 30,1896, 
Italy furnished the greatest number 


of emigrants, 54,543, a decrease ol 8629 
from last year. The cause ol the heavy 
Italian emigration of 1896 was assigned 
to the war ol Italy with Abyssinia, bnt 
the figures for last year are not abnor- 
mal, having been exceeded by several 
years of the period. Since 1882 there 
had been a large and steady decrease in 
Gorman immigration. In 1882,250,630 
entered tbe United States from tbat 
coantry, while in 1896 only 22,433 ar- 
rived. It will be seen that the number 
ol German immigrants during the first 
year oi government supervision ex- 
ceeded the emigration from all countries 
during the last year. ImmigTationlrom 
Austria-Hungary decreased from ^ in7 
in 1896 to 33,031 in 1S97. 


The decrease from other countries is 


as follows:

9974 in 1897. Sweden 21,137 to 13,144
